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DETAILED ACTION 

CLAIMS PRESENTED 

Claims 1-15 are presented. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Notification of Reason for Refusal, Reference Number FE00-01520, Dispatch Number: 
No. 434155, Dispatch Date November 22, 2005 (cited by Applicant). 

This "Notification" seems to note that the claims must be rejected over a "Cited 
document 1 ." This "Cited document 1" is not clearly identified by Applicant or by the 
"Notification." Thus, the USPTO cannot know the specific basis of the rejection. 
Nevertheless, the USPTO does know that Applicant has cited the "Notification" which 
states that the claims are not patentable. Furthermore, Applicant seems to assert that 
this "Notification" comes from a source that Applicant asserts as reputable and 
authoritative. Thus, the USPTO has no reasonable choice but to treat this "Notification" 
(regardless of date stated on the "Notification") as evidence of the prior art as noted by 
Applicant. Hence, "Notification" is suitable for analysis under 35 USC 102. 
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Before prosecution can proceed, the USPTO needs more information. At the 
minimum, the USPTO requests: 

(1) certified translations instead of machine translations of foreign documents; 
and 

(2) specific identifications of documents mentioned in the "Notification." For 
example, is J P-A-1 1-157534 same as "document 1"? Why does the 
"Notification" state that the record is not a component of reason for refusal? 
Why is the J P-A-1 1-157534 not a component of reason for refusal? 

Conclusion 

The art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The art disclosed general background.
